Atlanta, Ga., October 30.—A grand 
jury composed of Atlanta 
business­ 
men concluded today that it is 
im­ 
possible to stop the flow and sale of 
liquor in this city and recommended 
lepeal of the federal prohibition law. 
“At least 90 per cent of the cases 
brought before this grand jury 
had 
their inception in the illicit sale of 
pirituous liquors”, read the jury re­ 
port to Judge John D. Humphries in 
superior court. “Sworn testimony be­ 
fore us was to the effect that it was 
impossible to stop the flow into At­ 
lanta and sale illicity of liquors . 
The jury suggested that the Eight­ 
eenth Amendment be repealed “in the 
interest 
of temperance” 
and 
that 
“steps be taken to put into effect pro­ 
per regulatory laws that will regu­ 
late definitely and strictly the sale of 
intoxicating liquors”.

Sikeston owners of electric clocks 
will soon be able to operate 
their 
timepieces fTom City juice, since the 
Municipal Plant will, within the next 
few days install a “m aster” or regu­ 
lating clock in the power plant build­ 
ing.

they send out “corrective” impulses 
over the entire city distribution sys­ 
tem. Thus by plugging in an electric 
clock in any convenience outlet or 
socket, the engineers at the city plant

REPEAL IS FAVORED 
BY INVESTIGATORS 


Atlanta, Ga., October 30.—A grand 
jury composed of Atlanta 
business­ 
men concluded today that it is 
im­ 
possible to stop the flow and sale of 
liquor in this city and recommended 
repeal of the federal prohibition law. 
“ At least 90 per cent of the cases 
brought before this grand jury 
had 
their inception in the illicit sale of 
•pirituous liquors”, read the jury re­ 
port to Judge John D. Humphries in 
superior court. “Sworn testimony be­ 
fore us was to the effect that it was 
impossible to stop the flow into A t­ 
lanta and sale illicity of liquors”. 
The jury suggested that the Eight­ 
eenth Amendment be repealed “ in the 
interest 
of temperance” 
and 
th at 
“steps be taken to put into effect pro­ 
per regulatory laws that will regu­ 
late definitely and strictly the sale of 
intoxicating liquors”. 
It was found, the report said, “that 
many people, normally law abiding, 
have utter disregard for and, in fact, 
in some cases take a delight in break­ 
ing the prohibition laws. 
“The trouble does not seem to be 
so much in the drinking as in the il­ 
licit sale, bringing in revenue to crim­ 
inals, causing conspiracies 
to 
take 
place under cover, and in which con­ 
spiracies other crimes are hatched as 
well as plans made to transport 
or 
sell liquor. 
“Cases having their inception 
in 
the illicit sale of liquor seem to cover 
all kinds of crime from petty lar­ 
ceny to murder”.
